If there is one thing we have 
learned during the last few stren- 
uous and terrible years, it is the 
necessity of recognizing the value of 
economics in intenational politics. 
Nothing has, I believe, ever so 
brought this home to the world as 
the struggle over the Dawes repara- 
tion scheme, which brought the 
whole question out of the murky at- 
mosphere of sentiment-and palitics 
down onto the bedrock of hard eco- 
nomic fact and proved to those in- 
terested that it is, when you come 
to dealing in sums required for rep- 
arations, almost as difficult to re- 
ceive therh without upsetting the 
economic apple-cart as to pay them.

Statistics for 1928 

During 1923 there were added to 
the. Houston Public Library 11,067 
volumes, making the fotal number of 
volumes in the whole system 91,742. 
The circulation was 401,339, a growth 
over 1922 of 40,044. In the three years 
since the Hbrary tax was voted and 
the library has had more adequate 
funds, there has been an increase of 
82 pert cent in the library’s use. 


Library books are sent to 19 public 
schools and five stations. The total 
number of active card holders is 37,- 
342, in a population -estimated at 
175,000, of which..30 per cent are 
colored.

| CANADIAN MINISTER 
TO SEE MR. HUGHES 


OTTAWA, Oct. 13 (Special) 
1 Lapoſnte, Federal Minister of 
Justice and acting Minister of Ma- 
rine and Fisheries, will go to Wash- 
ington on Oct. 21 to exchange with 
Charles E. Hughes, Secretary of State, 
the ratifications of the two countries 
of the North Pacific ‘Halibut Fishery 
Treaty, which was signed on March 
2, 1923 in Washington by those two 
e ggg of their respective govern- 


The treaty provides for the protec- 
tion of the halibut industry by set- 
ting a closed season of three months, 
from November to February, during | 
which period no halibut fishing will 
be permitted in the territorial waters 
of the two countries, It may be 
terminated by either country on giv- 
ing two years’ notice. 

As originally drafted by the United 
States, prohibition of nationals of 
any other country was taken care 
of by a provision “that none of the 
nationals and inhabitants and vessels 
and Boats of any other part of Great 
Britain shall engage in halibut fish- 
ing, contrary to any of the provisions 
of the treaty.” Canada took exception 
to this clause, and it was finally 
dropped. 

While the effect of the treaty itself 
is confined entirely to the Pacific 
coast, the pact has nationwide inter- 
est because of the fact that it is the 
first international treaty between 
Canada and another country which 
has been signed on behalt of Canada 
by a Canadian minister.

T 18 strange there should be an 
attempt today to revive the turn- 
pike road, with its tollgate... Let 
ot recent years several attempts have 
deen made to obtain the passing of 
private bills in Parliament for such 
purposes. A few years ago a half- 
hearted agitation was started in Eng- 
land with the abject ‘of taxing motor 
cars by means ‘Of erecting tollgates 
and charging motor vehicle users 
tolls for the upkeep of the country 
roads. -But the proposal met with 
such indignant protest and ridicule 
that the agitation was dropped. There 
are still, however, several turnpike 
roads. and tollhouses in operation 
in different parts ot Great Britain— 
not.in Ireland, where tollgates were 
abolished by the Act of 1857. 

Almost all existing tollbars are on 
privately owned roads, generally be- 
tween a seaside town and a new 
suburb. or summer resort. There is 
one such ,tollgate, ' for instance, on 
the road between Brighton and 
Shoreham, and there is an old one 
at Dulwich, within five or six miles 
of central London. 

This Dulwiech tollgate road is a 
typical one, ahd dates’ Duck at least 
so far as 1811. The road is pri- 
vately owned, constr 
tained by the

of the road. This ia about three- 
quarters of ‘@, mile in. length. and is 


a convenient route between Dulwich 


Village and the Crystal Palace. No 
one needs to use it, ümess he 
chooses; one can travel by other, 
if longer, routes. In front of the 
tollhouse the road narrows to the 
point where swings a wide gate, 
opened only on payment of the ap- 
pointed tolls. 

The annoyance to any traveler in 
a hurry can easily be imagined, and 
all this, in addition to the cost in 
cash, Little wonder, then, that our 


. and recent predecessors 
objected strongly to tollgates. A 
hundred years ago, all the main 
country roads were barred every six 
or ‘eight miles by tollgates, and a 
journey, say, from London to York 
must have made an appreciable tax 
on the travelerg’ purse, But not 
only tourists; traders were thus 
taxed, and the amounts spent on 
tolls on provision wagons, cattle, 
etc., would doubtless be surcharged 
to the consumer; no wonder toll- 
gates were not popular! | 

So great was the feeling against 
what were considered the impo- 
Lsitions enforced by tollgate houses, 
rioting occasionally occurred, culmi- 
nating in the famous “Rebecca 
Riots” of 1843-44, in South Wales. 
The outbreaks originated in Carmar- 
thenshire, and quickly spread over 
Cardigan, Pembroke and Brecknock 
Shires.. They grew out of the im- 
patience of the people at the great 
increase of tollgates on public roads, 
and owed their name to the rioters 
adopting as their motto, Genesis 
xxiv:60: And they blessed Re- 
bekah, and said unto her be 
thou the mother of thousands of 

millions, and let thy seed possess 
the gate. of those which hate them.” 
Bands of men, 500 strong, their 
leaders disguised in women’s dress, 
scoured the country by night, threw 
down the tou bars, and then dis- 
persed- Military were: poured “inte 
the country: the rioters offered ob- 


stinate resistance. The commission 


appointed by the Government to in- 
quire into the causes of the outbreak, 
found that it. grew out of a genuine 
grievance; measures of relief were 
introduced, and those rioters seized 
were punished but lightly. 

In England 27 tollbars near Lon- 
don were abolished, and 81 on -the 
north side of Londdn, in 1864, and 
the following year 61 were abdlished 
on the south side. Others followed; 
in Scotland they were done away 
with in 1883; but it was not until 
1889. that the tollgate system was 
finally superseded: by the local gov- 
ernment management. now in force.

suffering from a financial stringency unexam- 
pled in the annals of American polities for the 
last quarter-century. We may admit that no 
‘campaign. manager has been eager to reveal in 
the fullest degree the contents ot his war 
chest, We may suspect that there are methods 
of withholding information, or covering up ex- 
penditures by committing them to nominally 
nonpolitical committees. But allowing ‘for all 
that the political mind can devise in the. way 
of evasion and concealment, the fact remains 
that the campaign funds this year are at an 
unprecedentedly low ebb. Perhaps this ex- 
plains. the attitude of depression which the 
political reporters. profess to find around each. 
of the three national headquarters. 3 
This situation is precisely what the Ameri- 
can people have been striving‘ to create for 
years. The revulsion of feeling against the 
employment of huge sums for political pur- 
which had its initiative in the Mark 
Fenn era, has produced definite results. Mare 
than anything else it was the revelations made 
as to the extent of his expenditures which de- 
bettet Ger. Leonard Wood fer the nomination 
four years ago, and the discovery of the way in 
which money had been employed by his agents 


ended in disaster to the ambitions of Gov. Frank 


0. Lowden. Nevertheless, in the campaign fol- 
‘lowing, the expenditures of the Republican 
National Committee, plus.the deficit. which it 
took years to meet, were on the same scandal- 
ous plane as in the days of Mark Hanna». * 

It is apparent that this year money is not 


talking vociferously for either nominee, Treas- 


urer Gerard of the Democratic. National Com- 
mittee reports present contributions at.$548,440 
and hopes for a total campaign fund of $750,- 
000. Chairman Butler of the Republican Com-. 
mittee is more hopeful. He admits planning 
his campaign on a basis of $3,000,000, though 
Jess than two-thirds.of that amount is in sight. 
Statutory prohibition of campaign contribu- 
tions from corporations, the provision for the 
fullest publicity for individual contributions and 
the growing suspicion on the part of the public 
of the motives that lead to heavy contributions 
account for this departure from the joyous days 
when a campaign fund of from seven to nine 
millions made national headquarters as merry 
as Wall Street on a million-share day. 

To the average mind $3,000,000 saunds. like a 
huge sum of money and its expenditure in a 
political campaign suggests an orgy of corrup- 
tion. But this is a complete misunderstanding 
‘of the case. In a sense a political campaign is 
a nation-wide advertising campaign. The man- 
agers of the respective camps have to impress 
the virtues. of their candidates, the merits of 
their policies and the inherent defects of the un- 
worthy opposition upon some 50,000,000 voters 
scattered all over the land. And it must all be 
done in about three months. Headquarters in 
three cities, special trains and lavish traveling 
expenses for speakers, ready print matter for 
the ‘smaller newspapers and huge advertise- 
ments for the larger ones, rapidly Lat up funds. 
Anyone vertzed in the methods of prosecuting 
national campaigns in the past has been able to 
discern very readily that this one is being con- 
ducted on a scale of strict economy. 

Discussing; this subject, the New York Her- 
ald Tribune has published some illuminating 
facts as to the exnenditures made by great in- 

dustrial and commercial concerts seeking the 
attention of the public. It finds Mr. Wrigley 
‘spending 53,500,000 annually to set forth the 
virtues of his peculiar: product. Herffy Ford’s 
advertising appropriation is set at $6;000,000. 
A year ago, according to reports compiled by 
an eminent firm“ of publishers, six national 
advertisers spent from $1,142,000 to $1,460,000 © 
each in presenting their wares to possible pur- 
chasers. A further instructive fact is that it 
took an expenditure of practically 312,000,000 
of publie money alone to put over the Liberty | 
loans. This, like the work of a campaign com- 
mittee, was an appeal to the patriotism and the 
‘public spirit of the American people. 

With these facts in mind; people can judge 
more justly of the need for money in conduct - 
ing campulens. Because a fund seems big it 
does nat follow that it is a slush fund. Per- 
haps with the growth of systematic advertising 
the time may come when a political party will 
put its campaign prdblem up to some well: 
équipped advertising agency. We doubt 
Whether in such event the practical business 
men would estimate the cost of carrying con-
